year. The immigration for May, 1906, 
was 150.007. There is always emigra- 
| tion as well as immigration, but for the 
first five months of 1907 It was only

this year’s Increase there Is a decrease 
in immigration for the same period of 
more than 400,000. The cause of the 
change !s, of course, the depression In 
business, following upon a time of ex- 
traordinary prosperity, but this genera! 
explanation leaves much to be destred. 
While we agree with those who say 
that what has happened !s a remark- 
able exhibition of automatic regulation, 
it would be Interesting to know the rea- 
sons that are effective In many Individ- 
ual cases. Manifestiy the emigrants 
ean hardly be the poorest of their kind, 
since the poorest are not Iikely to have 
the means to travel. Furthermore, the 
prospects are not so bright In Eurdpe 
as to be altogether alluring. The em!- 
| grants should carry considerable cap!- 
tal with them to support them after 
they return home. But even !f the 
poorest remain it would seem that the 
effect of this outflow must be to ease 
the competition {In the labor market, 
and there is no expectation that there 
will be any reversal of the present 
tendencies for some time to come. It 
| !s sald that the steamsh!p companies 
| believe that the emigration will con- 
tinue In a large stream, and also that 
| owing to the changed conditions the {m- 
| migration offictals have found it neces- 
sary to reduce the number of their em 
ployes.

Injustice to Consumptives. 

In the past few years the public 
knowledge of the nature of tubercu- 
losis, and of the means by which !t ir 
spread, has been greatly increased. 

It is universally recognized now that 
this Is an Infectious disease, capable of 
being communicated from the sick to 
the well, and that an uninstructed or 
& careless consumptire {s a menace to 
the community In which he lives. It is 
known that his expectoration contains 
the germs of the disense, and that If !t 
ts reckless!y deposited on the floors of 
public bulidings or in the street it dries, 
and the bacilll which {t contains are 
earrled by the dust to the throats and 
lungs of others. 

So much has been said of this dan 
| ger, In the effort to suppress the dirty 
habit of expectoration, that the pendu- 
lum has begun to swing too far the 
other way, and the belief is gaining 
ground that the consumptive, not mat- 
ter what his habits or mode of life, Is 
&@ person to be shunned. 

This is cruel, and adds unneeessary 
| weight to the load of suffering the con- 

sumptive has to bear. It bas led to the 
barring of health resorts against the 
subjects of tuberculosis, to the dis- 
charge from their positions of wage- 
earnera who fre effected In the slight- 





late the tuberculous as if they were 
lepers and pariahs. 

It Is time In the name of humanity 
that something was said on the offier 
side, and that the public shoud be told 
that a consumptive who is cleanly in 
his babits, and {s careful to destroy the 
expectorated matter by using paper 
napkins or specially devised cups which 
can be burned, is In no sense dangefous 
to his fellows 

A properly conducted sanatorium. 
filled with tuberculous patients, Is {-- 
deed one of the safest places for a per- 





son with a supposed tendency to the. 


disease to reside. 


A consumptive should not sieep tx | 


the same bed with a well person, es- 
pecially a child, should refrain from 
kissing others, should not use towels or 
eating utensils in common, should not 
talk while directly facing his compan- 
fon in close proximity, should hold a 
handkerchief before his mouth when 
coughing, and should observe the weill- 
known rules regarding expectoration. 
That is all. If he !s careful to ob 
serve these simple precautions for the 
sake of his fellows, the public has no 
reason to shun him. 

He cnn live at home, can mingle witt. 
his family, and go into the society of 
others without the slightest fear of do- 
ing them harm. His lot, like that of 
any sick person, Is a hard one, but It 
should not be made harder by the !gno- 
rant and unreasoning fear of those who 
have misinterpreted the well-intentioned 
warnings of physicians.

CHILDREN IN NEW ZEALAND. 





Their Welfare Looked After with 
Care by the Government, 

“New Zealand is abead of all coun- 
tries in the world tn the way It looks 
out for the welfare of children, as I 
found out in a recent extended sojourn 
in that~ country,” sald George T. 
Trainor, a retired California capital- 
{st, to a Baltimore American man. 

“In the first place, boys and girls 
who are homeless or do not recelve the 
right kind of parental care are taken 
in charge by the superintendent of ed- 
ucation. He sees that they get both 
mental and industrial instruction in 
the government schools and also finds 
homes for them Ip respectable famill- 
les, the government paying for the 
child's maintenance unless its service 
cancels the cost of board. If a boy Is 
apprenticed his earnings are turned 
over to the minister, who deposits 
them, and in later years gives the ac 
crued savings to the owner. 

“School children are the special pets 
of the government and whenever they 
have a distance to go they are carried 
to and from aechool free of charge, 
which {fs easy, as the government owns 
the railroads. Big, central schools are 
established In preference to numerous 
small ones and boys and girls who lIlve 
within a twenty-five-mile radius are 
brought to the school-house and car- 
ried home dally. In summer special 
trains are put on to take the country 
children to the cities and the city chil- 
dren for outings In the country, so that 
each may learn something of a differ- 
ent kind of Iife—a policy that broadens 
the education of the young folks and 
adds immensely to their happiness. 

“The philanthropy of the New Zen- 
land system is further shown In for- 
bidding children under 14 to work In 
stores, factories or on farms, since be- 
tween the ages of 7 and 14 the law says 
they must attend school. Nor are girls 
and women allowed to labor In any 
place where the occupation is of a sort 
detrimenta! to thelr health.”
